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t?ITH AND WITHOUT SILVER. 


The Appeal thinks that because of all 


the mines that are being brought to 
the front ID Nevada, the fact that not 
a silver proposition is mentioned, 
bodes no good to the State. It cer 
tainly would bode no good if all of the 
other reooarces of wealth were aban 
donod because the greatest one is not 
available at the present time. Apart 
from silver, Nevada possesses mineral 
wealth in abundance sufficient to place 
her in tbe foremost list of the mining 
States of the Union. New gold discov- 
eries are reported almost every day, 
and although bat little attention has 
until lately been paid to copper, the 
prospecting work already done has 
developed the fact that the metal ex 
ists in quantities sufficient to warrac 
tbe belief that in less than a couple oi 
years, that it will 
constitute 
an 


important factor in tbe aggregate min 
eral output of the State, and a source 
of profit both to the commonwealth 
and those engaged in tbe enterprise oi 
extracting it from the ground. Al 
though not prospected for, zinc has 
been incidentally found in the search 
for gold properties, and some ef on 
most prominent and scientific metal 
largioal experts have expressed tbe 
opinion that intelligent search wil 
develop the existence of the metal in 
almost inexhaustible quantities within 
the State. 
Of our agricultural re 


sources it is almost unnecessary t 
speak. 
The faot has been already 


demonstrated that our land will pro 
duce in abundance nearly all of tb 
vegetable products of the temperat 
zone, aud all that is wanted is enter 
prise to supply the only requisite t 
utilize our fertile acres, and 
band to cultivate them. 


We do not agree with th* Appeal tba 


if silver was to be restored to its prope 
place, our State would not be the bette 
for advertising its other wonderfn 
resources to the world; and in th's be 
lief we in nowise underrate the impor 
tance of the white metal as thegreates 
factor in our prosperity a gregate, i 
tbe event of its restoration. But Ne 
vada oay stand all the prosperity tba 
silver and her many other resource 
will bring. Silver mining will cot in 
terfere with gold, copper or zinc min 
ing, nor with a general irrigatio 
system, beet culture or anything els 
which will add to the wealth and pros 
perity of the State. The silver qaea 
tion will ba decided by tbe people o 
the nation, but the development of ou 
other resources rests with the res 
dents of Nevada. Let us, therefore, d 
what we can with our present proa 
peri»y promoters, which, if properl 
exploited, are sufficient to profltabl 
employ ten times our present popula 
tion, and to advance our common 
wealth proportionately toward 
tb 


head of the list of the producing State 
of the Union. 


AN IJlCOJfSISTKtiT D KM AND. 


The people of Nevada should de 


mand tbe enforcement of the inter 
State commerce laws. Oar farmer 
cannot prosper and improve their pos 
sessions if they have to pay three 
fourths of tlie profits for transports 
tion. We have the law at our Siacks, 
why not demand its enforcement.— 
Wells Herald. 


That's tbe trouble. We have the law 


at our back when it should be at our 
front. Besides, who would believe in 
our sincerity if we should demand its 
enforcement? When the legislature of 
a State elects a railroad attorney to 
tbe United States Senate, it IB only 
reasonable to suppose that the people 
are satisfied with the methods, rat OF, 
etc., of the corporation he represents. 
Tbe commission would naturally sup- 
pose that the demand came from a few 
malcontents and "calamity howlers," 
and would give it the same considera- 
tion that a 16 to 1 silver man would 
receive as an applicant for a position 
in one of our Stata institution?.
